NOT -ONLY has the local Girl 
Scout organization advanced over 
the years in membership, interest 
and help to the young girls of 
the community, but it also has 
advanced in facilities for running 
the organization and providing 
the training and camping for the 
girls. 

The Terre Haute Girl Scout Area | 
Council became incorporated on 
March 26, 1934, and the present 
area now includes only Vigo Coun- 
ty. However, an area plan has 
been under consideration and 
study since the first of the year. 
It would include seven counties— 
Vigo, Clay, Putnam, Parke, Sulli- 
van. Green and Vermillion, Each 
[of these councils will be given an 
Opportunity to vote this Fall as 
to whether or not it wishes to 
come into the new area set-up. 


The first board of directors of 
the local organization was regist- 
ered in May, 1930, with Miss Helen 
Benbridge as commissioner. This 
was the traditional type of coun- 
cil where the council itself served 
as a “board.” Miss Benbridge 
served for five years and there 
were 14 board members. In 1946, 
a change was made from this type 
to the association type where all 
registered adults make up the 
council and the council elects a 
board of directors and officers. 
Miss Adelside DeVaney was the 
first president. 

Mrs. Pat Bailey is the present 
president of the council, elected 
last January for a two-year term. 
At present, there are 18 board 
members. 


+++ 
CAMPING FACILITIES for the 
local Girl Scouts have been large- 
ly expanded over the years 
through the generous contributions 
of local individuals and groups. 

For 20 years, the scouts used 
| Camp Cedarcrest, a tile house built 
on a plot of ground northwest of the 
city donated by Charles Ray in| 
1934, as an overnight camp. The! 
first established camp was held іп | 
1930 at McCormick's Creek State | 
Park with Mrs. Dewey Annakin as 
director. The first records avail- 
‘able are for 1932 when 85 Girl 
Scouts attended the camp for a 
period of three weeks. 

Brownie Camp at McCormick’s 
Creek did not start until 1938. Mrs. 
D. A. Legg was the first director 
and there were 44 
five-day camping period. 

In 1947, the Girl Scouts were pre- 
sented with 130 acres of wooded 
land near Poland by a Terre Haute 
family. Responsible for obtaining 
this land again was Mr. Stantz, 
always a staunch Girl Scout sup- 
porter and a member of the council | 


for a number of years. Thirty 
additional acres were purchased in 
1953 and the camp was named 
Camp Na-Wa-Kwa by the girls.

UNDER the sponsorship of the 
Optimist Club, with Ed Conley as 
chairman, building was started at 
the camp site in 1954 and the camp 


was dedicated that year. It is 
equipped to take care of 100 giris 
per week for the six weeks of camp 
held there each Summer. There 
have been 250 in attendance Низ. 
Summer, the camp to close this

IN 1936, the first local director, 
Miss Margaret Gisolo, was em- 
ployed. She was replaced in 
September, 1937, by Miss Coch- 
ran, present executive director.

The Sycamore Girl Scout Council serves girls from a seven- 
county area, Its jurisdiction covers Vigo, Sullivan, Clay, 
Greene, Vermillion, Putnam and Parke Counties. The Council 
Office is located at 530 North Center Street in Terre Haute,

Girl Scouting in this area goes back to 1918 when the 
first group in Terre Haute was formed. Prior to 1957, the 
counties which comprise Sycamore operated independently either 
as municipal councils or as lone troop communities. In 1957, 
the independent councils and communities merged to form the 
Sycamore Council. 


An area council such as Sycamore provides centralized 
services to volunteers who work directly with the girls. 
Camping, training of all adults, organization of troops through- 
out the Council area, finance, fund raising, public relations, 
program opportunities are all centrally administered, The 
Council maintains an office which is a service center where the 
registration of each troop in the council is handled and records 
of each troop kept. Іп addition, badges and other items of 
restricted equipment are kept here for convenience of the leaders. 
Volunteers in the council are also aided through telephone, mail 
and other personal service, 


Sycamore Council receives an allocation from the United 
Fund of Terre Haute and Vigo County. In addition, the Council 
conducts a yearly fund drive in each of the six counties in its 
jurisdiction outside Vigo County. Campers! fees help to рау 
for the operation of the camping program. Profits from the 
yearly cookie sale conducted by the Council are intended for 
camp development, 


Any girl in the Council jurisdiction between the ages of 
7 and 17 is eligible to become a member of the Girl Scout

The first big date is October 31, 1960. It marks the 100th anni- 
versary of the birth of our Founder, Juliette Gordon Low. The 
other significant milestone is March 12, 1962, exactly 50 years 
after the first Girl Scout troop met in the U.S.A. 


Cause for celebration? We think so! Inspired by the theme, 
"Honor the Past---Serve the Future," you and your girls can 
build the projects suggested by the national organization for the 
Birthday Years right into your program in troop and camp. 
These projects are five: "Find Your Founders," "Yesterday's 
Girl Scouts— Today's Career Women," "Heritage Hikes,"

Ask your council to share with you the information in the Birth- 
day Years Kit which they received in January 1960.

The fifth project, to Бе carried out be- 
tween March 12, 1962, and March 12, 
1963, is a fitting climax to the 3-year 
celebration, "Serve the Future" will 
take the form of service to the com- 
munity's children, in projects deter- 
mined by your council after a survey 
to discover the needs of young people 
(other than Girl Scouts). 


Your troop's participation will be re- 
lated to the project settled on by your 
council. For example, if the decision 
is to help child care agencies, the 
girls in your troop could assist with 
recreation, feeding, dressing of the 
children, or they could make and do- 
nate toys and play kits. Dependingon 
your council's service project, your 
troop could provide recreation for 
younger children at day camps run by 
institutions; Senior Scouts could assist 
in setting up day camps for special 
groups (handicapped youngsters, the 
children of migrant workers), or par- 
ticipate in work projects for settle- 
ment house camps.

The Girl Scout Study shows over- 
whelmingly that Brownies, Inter- 
mediates, and seniors are not get- 
ting their anticipated outdoor camp- 
ing experience and that Seniors 
continue to want more adult-like 
challenges. In order to meet these 
needs the National Camping Com- 
mittee, over a three year period, 
plans to make it possible for ex- 
perienced Seniors to personally 
share their skills and open the doors 
to camping for thousands of Girl 
Scouts. 


An All-States encampment will be 
held each year in a setting where 
teams of Seniors will have an op- 
portunity for training and actual 
field experience in a variety of out- 
door projects. The projects will dem- 
onstrate what Seniors can do with 
girls of varying ages in troop, day 
and established camps, either sup- 
plementing or helping the leader or 
completely on their own. 


Mature experienced Seniors 
should be chosen for this encamp- 
ment — 16 to 17 years of age — de- 
siring to stimulate and carry out 
camping and outdoor programs for 
other Girl Scouts. Each selectee will 
be expected to complete an advance 
assignment which will further set 
the stage for increasing camping op- 
portunities within the council mem- 
bership, based upon needs as de- 
termined by the council. 


We will have more information on 
the 1962 encampment at a later date, 
watch for it in the Grapevine.

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SULLIVAN COUNCIL MERGES 
WITH SYCAMORE 


On Tuesday, March 7, the Girl 
Scout Council of Sullivan, Inc., 
voted to merge with the Sycamore 
Council; on Thursday, March 9, the 
Sycamore Council voted on the same 
proposed merger, accepting it with 
a unanimous and enthusiastic vote. 
These two councils, by pooling their 
resources, will both see advantages 
in the consolidation. 


The Sullivan Council was first 
chartered in 1923, and dissolved in 
1930. It has held a continuous char- 
ter since 1946. In 1955, when it be- 
came incorporated, the name was 
changed from the Sullivan Girl 
Scout Association to the present 
one. 


Sullivan brings to Sycamore 216 
Scouts and an even bigger potential. 
When the Graysville schools are 
partially consolidated with Sullivan 
this fall, there will again be troops 
in Graysville. 


Sullivan has an unusually high 
number of Senior Scouts for a coun- 
cil of its size, and the fact that every 
troop is sponsored is an indication 
that the community is interested in 
its Scouting and is willing to help 
make it successful. 


Sycamore hopes to offer broader 
opportunities to these Senior Scouts, 
primarily through contact with more 
girls with similar interests.

The planes, ships, trains, auto- 
mobiles, and buses have taken back 
home the Guides and Girl Scouts 
who participated in the 1960 Girl 
Scout international exchange pro- 
gram, the program which you and 
thousands of Girl Scouts through- 
out the United States make possible 
through your gifts to the Juliette 
Low World Friendship Fund. 


In 1960 the Juliette Low Fund 
provided international opportunities 
for 211 Guides and Girl Scouts, 116 
from the U. S. A. and 95 from the 
thirty-seven other countries. Many 
others had a chance to make friends 
with these exchanges at internation- 
al gatherings or in their own com- 
munities and to get a fresh point of 
view about peoples from lands near 
and far.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


In some ways, it seems a very 
short time since the Sycamore 
Council was organized out of many 
lone troop units, two councils, and 
a lot of faith. When I became its 
president in January, 1957, we laid 
out a nearly impossible schedule of 
projects, general business planning, 
and basic work to be accomplished. 
In true Girl Scout fashion, as I re- 
tire from four and a half years in 
this office, I come to the inevitable 
time of evaluation. The job of the 
president, whether well done, ap- 
proved or disapproved, is important 
only in its over-all effect on the wel- 
fare of the council as a growing or- 
ganization, and if it contributes to 
the production of high quality pro- 
gram to more and more girls. 

Not all of our planned solutions 
have been reached. Our disappoint- 
ments and occasional failures often 
have taught us more indelibly than 
our successes, but we have made sig- 
nificant progress in many fields. 
Sycamore is to be congratulated on 
the fundamental solidarity achieved 
in its first years. The tying together 
of its many units, the good feeling 
prevalent in a council where all 
work for all girls, where even the 
Brownies say, “our council,” has 
taken years of growth and enlighten- 
ment, of maturing. 

I had occasion to speak with our 
National President, Mrs. Culmer, at 
the time of her re-election, and con- 
gratulated her on her achievements. 
She assured me that the job was not 
hers alone, nor was the credit, but 
that this is a “together thing” in- 
volving many hundreds of people. I 
have often felt the same dependence 
on you in my job as your president. 
We work together, we learn to- 
gether, we depend on each other. I 
feel a deep obligation for the thou- 
sands of work-hours given by you 
volunteers. Whether you, singly, 
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Outdoor Activities Training

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THE MAGIC THREAD 


Juliette Low believed that if girls 
of many lands could get to know each 
other, they would help build peace 
and better understanding between 
nations. Participation in many inter- 
national events is made possible by 
the Juliette Low Fund which is made 
up of pennies, nickels, dimes, and 
quarters contributed voluntarily by 
Girl Scouts. 

A year ago, thought was given to 
a gauge for Brownie Troop 76’s con- 
tribution to the 1960 Juliette Low 
World Friendship Fund. Their first 
year of scouting, one penny was 
contributed for each year of their 
life; the second year, the equivalent 
of their fathers’ shoe size. Being 
progressive and at the same time, 
honoring the 100th anniversary of 
our Founder’s birth, a goal of 100 
pennies per scout was set. (Remem- 
ber, Brownies have very few ways 
to earn money—even pennies. In 
most cases, this necessarily meant 
sacrifice money). 

Last month, Troop 76 turned in to 
the Little House $9.03 for the Juli- 
ette Low Fund. These Brownies 
were not particularly pleased with 
themselves. On the surface, it ap- 
peared their goal was reached by 
little more than 50 per cent. How- 
ever, with the exception of one 
month, there were only ten girls in 
the troop.

Some of the places they will visit along tne way are: Old Military Academy, 
Hazel Biuff -- Home of two Governors of Indiana, Giant Indian Mound, Ernie Pyle's 
Home and his birthplace, Ernie Pyle Park, Quaker, once the scene of a true Quaker 
settlement end uncerground Railway Station During the civil war. 


In District 5, the present plons call for a visit to two old pioneer log 
cabins which are now in Forest Park: also, at Forest Park the famed" Згаті Жа 
Dos Contos" a monument which was presented to the people of Rrazil, Indiana by the 
people of Brazil, in South America; The historical museum at the Clay County 
courthouse; sites of Inns which lined the historic"old National Road", which is 
now Highway lO. This was the first "superhighway" rroject in the early 1800's 
in response to public demand for a "road west". With Henrav Clay and others 
backing it, the road eventually was completed as far west as St. Louis, Missouri, 
This was the only way the eastern people had of reaching Missouri; at which place 
they could tie-in with the Oregon trail, Сопу Express Trail to Texas, or the Sante 
Fe trail to the Southwest. It has been stated that at any point along the 12 miles 
of the "National Road" traversing “lay ^ounty at any hour of the dey you could 
count 5 to 7 covered wegons headed west or "Wains" as wes the word used in pioneer 
deys, There were twelve Inns along the 12 miles of the "National Road" throveh Clay 
County, only one of which is still standing, the Mc*inlcy Inn, which is just “ast of 
Harmony on the soutn side of the road, District 5 Heritage Hike will also include 
the site of the first clay shop and kiln in the Cloverland area: the site of the 
legendary "Buffalo Wallow;" the site of the cemet rv, waich was built on a plot 
donated for that purpose by the ancestors of one of our girl scouts; the oldest 
town elone tne "Old National Trail" in our county лпа etc. The trail is being 
planned for foot travelers, by car or by bus -- local trcops could do it by bicycle. 


From District 3, we were happy to receive the news from Polly Hays that the 
Merom Ferry" is running 2l nrs. daily -- fare, is 35$ per car. Mr. John G. Bic] 
chairman of the William HUNRY HARRISON TRAIL COMMISSION, states that the "Trail" 
by which General Ha.rison marched through Sullivan County on his historic march 
from Fort Knox to Tirpecanoe has been established, We know thet meny pe ple in 
this district are working on "heritage trail" plans.

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(Continued from Page 1, Col. 3) 
ization proposed council jurisdictions 
which will insure adequate volun- 
teer and finance resources; and will 
provide a geographic framework 
within which good administration 
practices will be effective. 

The Study Committee recommends 
the consolidation of the present Sy- 
camore and Redbud Girl Scout 
Councils. The jurisdiction would 
serve Vermillion, Parke, Putnam, 
Vigo, Clay, Green and Sullivan 
Counties, Indiana, and Douglass, 
Edgar, Coles, Cumberland, Effing- 
ham and Clark Counties, Illinois. 

Total population—356,433. Girls 

7-17 years—39,208. Present girl 

membership of 5,667 in 2 councils 

with an area jurisdiction and 579 

girl membership in 3 councils serv- 

ing municipal jurisdictions. 

This jurisdiction would provide a 
wider base to allow a change in the 
population composition that would 
not appreciably alter effective coun- 
cil operation. Such a grouping would 
also be compatible with shopping 
habits, traffic flow and newspaper 
circulation. 

Since chartering, the Redbud 
council has rented the Sycamore 
camp facilities and the three muni- 
cipal councils have either rented 
other facilities or sent to the Syca- 
more camp during the regular camp- 
ing season. By pooling the financial 
resources of all five councils, addi- 
tional land could be purchased and 
developed adjacent to the Sycamore 
established camp site and opportu- 
nity for this type of camping could 
be offered to more girls. 
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UNDERGRADUATE SCHOLARSHIP 
PROGRAM 


Another opportunity for our Sen- 
ior Scouts is the scholarship program 
for undergraduate study. This an- 
nouncement brings the good news of 
the fifteen scholarships available for 
the academic year 1962-63. 


Twelve annual scholarships for 
undergraduate education have been 
given to the Girl Scout organization 
through а gift from the Reader's 
Digest Foundation. They will be 
offered to one Senior Girl Scout in 
each of the twelve regions. These 
scholarships of $500 each are initial- 
ly available to a high school senior 
planning to enter an accredited col- 
lege in the fall. 


Skidmore College offers an annual 
Girl Scout scholarship of $1,300 ap- 
plicable on the charge of tuition to 
a high school senior planning to en- 
ter Skidmore. 


The Women’s National Farm and 
Garden Association has provided in 
the name of Lou Henry Hoover a 
two-year scholarship for study at 
Temple University. This scholarship 
of $1,000 is to be awarded to a Sen- 
ior Girl Scout admitted for study in 
this field.

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HAYRIDES 

The National Executive Commit- 
tee adopted the following program 
standard on hayrides: 

“Hayrides, as a part of Girl Scout 

program shall be conducted only 

when the following safety stan- 
dards are observed: 

1. The hauling vehicle has met 
the safety requirement for high- 
way travel required by state 
law, county or city ordinance, 
and displays proper identifica- 
tion that these conditions have 
been met. 

2. The hauled vehicle is in good 

condition as certified by local 
statutes and travels only on 
those roads permitted by local 
statutes. 
The driver is of legal age, and 
otherwise regarded as a respon- 
sible person, and holds a cur- 
rently valid permit to operate 
the vehicle. 

4. Children do not ride on the 

hauling vehicle. 

5. Adequate adult supervision is 
available throughout the hay- 
ride (as defined by the council 
or by instructions in current 
Girl Scout literature.) " 

ARTS CARAVAN 

The Arts Caravan, a service of 
Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. was held 
in Bloomington, Indiana on Febru- 
ary 19-22, 1962. These four days 
were devoted to music and dancing, 
literature and dramatics, and arts 
and crafts. All sections included 
participation, demonstrations, ex- 
hibits, resources, and ways to use 
them as well as ideas for planning 
and developing good arts programs 
for troops and camps, keeping pro- 
gression in mind, and skills adapt- 
able to different age levels. 

The Arts Caravan consisted of 
two types of workshops in the Arts 
— the Arts Workshop for Leaders 
and the Arts Workshop for Trainers. 
Sycamore Council was represented 
by the maximum participants, that 
is, four leaders and two trainers.

The lapel of the 
short sleeve uniform has been 
gradually modified. 

2. It has been requested that we 
have only one tie color for the 
Intermediate uniform.

The tie has been 
slightly re-designed so that it 
may be shipped pre-tied. 

3. There will be only one belt, the 
present elastic belt. 

Junior High: 

The white blouse and green skirt, 

which is very becoming and has 

proved to be popular, will con- 
tinue to be worn by this age girl. 
Senior: 

The blouse and skirt is discon- 

tinued for this group and the pre- 

sent two-piece dress uniform will 
be the only one for Seniors. 
Adult: 

1. There will be only one adult 

hat—the present beret. 

2. There is a slight style change 
in the wool-dacron suit—nar- 
rower lapels and the removal of 
the two buttons on the lapel.

THE CORNER 


Design for the '60's! The new look 
in Girl Scouting! Something for the 
Girls! All these are part and parcel 
of the Program Change which will be 
in operation for girls 7 through 17 
across the country in September, 
1963. The leaders’ notebooks are at 
the printers, galleys are being pasted 
up for the handbooks at all four 
levels, new badges are being manu- 
factured ready to go on sale, each 
councils community relations and 
training plans are being readied for 
execution: all the groundwork neces- 
sary for this tremendous undertaking 
is being laid. Now the question: 
what we as adult members of the 
Girl Scout movement do to prepare 
for the transition? 


The first item on any individual's 
agenda is understanding. Under- 
standing WHY the change and WHY 
it is good. You will remember that 
the National Organization commis- 
sioned the University of Michigan to 
make a two-part study of (1) adoles- 
cent girls and (2) the Girl Scout 
program as it was being carried on in 
troops and camps. You will remem- 
ber that the findings were most 
gratifying: girls across the country 
like the program — its many 
strengths shone through the findings. 
There were changes indicated how- 
ever, and it is on these that the pro- 
gram department has worked for the 
' last three years to produce “the new 
design." The fundamentals of Girl 
Scouting are still the same —our 
aims, our philosophy — these remain 
unchanged. But the design — the 
structure — is streamlined to match 

' the desires and the way of life of 
our girls in the 1960's. 


Once we understand that this is 
going to be good and exciting and

TAX DEDUCTIONS FOR VOLUNTEERS 

New volunteers may not know 
that certain expenses incurred in 
connection with their participation 
in Girl Scouting are deductible for 
federal income tax purposes. The 
following may be of interest to them. 

A volunteer who itemizes federal 
income tax deductions may include 
deductions for transportation ex- 
penses incurred in connection with 
her duties. If a volunteer attends 
meetings, workshops, or conventions 
necessary to volunteer service that 
involve staying overnight, the ex- 
penses of meals, lodging, and trans- 
portation during that time are de- 
ductible as charitable contributions, 
provided those expenses are paid 
personally and have not been reim- 
bursed by the council. A volunteer 
itemizing federal tax deductions may 
also deduct the actual cost of her 
uniforms and the cost for maintain- 
ing them. For information as to how 
this ruling applies in an individual 
ease, the volunteer should consult 
her accountant, lawyer, or tax coun- 
sel.

NEIGHBORHOOD MEETINGS 

Neighborhood meetings and what 
they can do for you might be viewed 
in the same light as everything else 
— not what they can do for you but 
rather what you can do for them. In- 
stead of looking at this as a get- 
together of leaders, co-leaders, troop 
committee members, and all other 
interested adults, be more practical. 
These are meetings of YOU for YOU 

. . to bring to light better ways 
that YOU might strengthen the pro- 
gram which in turn is brought to 
YOUR scout. All too often we go, 
chit-chat a little, drink a little coffee 
and depart for home with such de- 
structive criticism as those meetings 
are only for leaders, the rest of us 
are in the dark or I could have 
stayed home since so-and-so went 
and I could have asked her anyway. 
These situations exist only because 
you allow them to. Let's review just 
a little why we SHOULD go to 
Neighborhood meetings. 

Neighborhood meetings are norm- 
ally held once a month (in most 
cases the third week of the month) 
for a period of about 114 hours. Dur- 
ing that period, some business is 
conducted. Items of business which

are channeled from the office to the 
distriets to the neighborhoods for 
interpretation directly to the troops 
thus the girls. For some reason or 
reasons, many leaders seem to dis- 
regard this channeling and call or 
refer their calls to Mildred at the 
office. Certainly, if we stopped to 
think of the burden just this one 
little lack of consideration causes, 
we would recognize how selfish of 
us to think we need not bother going 
to Neighborhood meetings, but 
just “call Mildred.” Aside from the 
business items, troop problems are 
ironed out. So often we find our 
girls are no different from others and 
other leaders and troop committee 
members may have just completed 
the same tour that your girls are 

anticipating. 

Workshops of various kinds — 
crafts, songs and games, fun-in-the 
outdoors, are conducted, All too of- 
ten, the leaders of troops find the 
entire job of presenting this to the 
girls is solely theirs since all the 
committee members chose to stay 
home that day. As long as it necessi- 
tates a step-by-step description, the 
leaders feel they may as well take it 
to the girls in the first place. 

Buzz sessions seem a very good 
way to bring up questions which are 
perplexing. Certainly if you do not 
get a good cross section of the prob- 
lems, that would point to a weak 
link which might be the very thing 
the neighborhood or troops within 
its jurisdiction need.

that it will result in better program 
for the girls and more fun as well 
as greater peace of mind for the 
leader, then how can we "tool up" 
for the change that will come next 
fall. 


The most important part of the 
"tooling up" process for leaders is 
working toward standard size open- 
end, wide-age range troops. These 
terms which are coming into such 
common usage as Girl Scouts should 
be thoroughly understood. An open- 
end, wide-age-range troop is a troop 
(at any of the four levels, Brownie, 
Junior, Cadette, or Senior) which 
contains girls of all ages within that 
level (if it is a Brownie troop, it has 
both second and third grade girls, if 
it is a Junior troop, it has fourth, 
fifth and sixth grade girls, etc.) , into 
which new girls enter at the appro- 
priate time and the older girls move 
on into another troop. The girls 
change periodically as their age 
makes them eligible for another lev- 
el; the troop remains constant. А 
corollary to all this is that the troop 
is large enough to allow for good 
sized patrols at all levels beyond 
Brownie. The leadership will remain 
constant. Now, this does not mean 
that a leader absolutely cannot move 
on to another level if she so 
chooses — but most of us have our 
preferences as to which age group- 
ing we prefer to work wiith. In very 
practical terms, think of the hours 
of cramming the leader will save 
from her busy schedule if she can 
get away from staying just one jump 
ahead of the girls. She can go into 
her program level in some depth, 
working through it often enough and 
well enough that she brings in- 
creased skill to her job and to her 
girls. The way we operate now — 
organizing a second-grade troop, re-

cruiting a brand new leader and set- 
ting her out on her appointed course 
— our newest girls have our most 
inexperienced leaders. In a wide-age 
range troop, the older girls work 
with the younger girls, sharing their 
skills and knowledge, giving help on 
badges and other parts of the pro- 
gram, again saving time for the lead- 
er. Once a leader has taken the time 
and effort to work with her troop in 
setting up the patrol sysem, girls 
flow into the patrols in the same 
manner in which they flow into the 
troop, and the patrols become per- 
manent, too (and this is good — I 
know — I was a member of the 
Cardinal Patrol for four years — and 
it was THE best one!). 


This, then, is what you the leader 
can do: have an open, receptive 
mind concerning a larger, wide-age- 
range, open end troop. Think about 
it, mull it over in your mind, ask 
questions about it. Sure, it will mean 
some adjustments on your part: it 
may mean that you will need to look 
around for a larger meeting place 
(and there are people ready to help

you do this), it may mean that you 
will need to spend some extra hours 
with budding patrol leaders, it may 
mean learning some new girls’ 
names, taking permission slips to 
two or three rooms at school instead 
of just one. But it will also mean 
more girls will have the opportunity 
to belong to a troop, that you will 
become more relaxed about your 
troop program, that the girls and you 
yourself will have broader bases 
from which to view the new design 
for program. 


When your troop organizer or 
your neighborhood chairman or the 
professional worker in your district 
comes to you to discuss these ideas in 
terms of your own troop, please re- 
member that this is not something 
someone in New York dreamed up 
to complicate life for the “harassed 
leader” -— the girls across the coun- 
try have asked for this. Said they: 
“We enjoy being in a troop where 
there are younger girls to help, and 
older girls to help us. We like the 
patrol system when we know what it 
is all about — we feel it gives us 
more of a voice in our troop.” 


And, one question for us adults — 
“Whose troop is it?”

COOKIE SALE—1963 


Plans are well underway for the 
VERY FIRST cookie sale of the Cov- 
ered Bridge Girl Scout Council. 
Spring will, once again, mean Girl 
Scout Cookies to residents of our 
fifteen counties. 


This will be an advance order sale, 
orders to be taken during the period 
February 15 to February 23, with the 
cookies being delivered to customers 
between March 29 and April 6. For 
many troops in the Council, this may 
be the first time for an “order- 
taking” sale. There are many ad- 
vantages to this kind of a sale to 
everyone involved in it: The Scout 
is given an opportunity to sell sev- 
eral packages to each prospective 
customer as the customer's payrnent 
for an order of cookies is deferred 
until the cookies are delivered. She 
never runs out of any varieties; in 
delivering her cookies she knows ex- 
actly what she must take with ber, 
which makes it much easier for her 
in the actual handling and transport- 
ing of cookies. Cookie money is in 
her possession for only a very short 
period of time, which reduces the 
possibility of loss. An advance order 
sale greatly reduces the work of the 
troop cookie chairman: she knows 
exactly how many cases of cookies 
to order; her bookkeeping work for 
the individual girls in the troop and 
in making final accounting to the 
neighborhood cookie chairman is 
kept to a minimum. She doesn't 
have to worry about returns of un- 
sold cookies at the end of the sale. 


The neighborhood cookie chair- 
man's job with an advance order sale 
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GREETINGS 
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is reflected in the lives of our Girl 
Scouts. Scouting without "fun in the 
doing" is not true Girl Scouting. 

Yes, Covered Bridge Council is 
in business — but not exactly “busi- 
ness as usual" Rather do we choose 
to think that it is bigger, better, more 
exciting business!

On January 24, our cookie sup- 
plier will entertain all neighborhood 
cookie chairmen, and members of 
the council Cookie Committee at a 
"Kick-off Luncheon." At that time 
troop kits and neighborhood cookie 
station kits will be distributed to 
the neighborhood cookie chairmen. 
It is most important that each neigh- 
borhood be represented at this meet- 
ing. Invitations to the luncheon will 
go out shortly after the first of the 
year. 


Neighborhoods are asked to sched- 
ule cookie meetings between Janu- 
ary 24 and February 7, in order to 
get the troop kits to the leaders in 
advance of the sale. A copy of the 
cookie sale plan book will be in each 
troop kit, along with all other sup- 
plies necessary for a smooth running 
sale.

They wrapped 
these as Christmas gifts along with 
decorated soap that they had made 
and presented the items to Mental

is Mrs. Arthur (Susie) Copper. The 
troop is located in District G, Neigh- 
borhood 2 and most of the girls go 
to Sarah Scott Junior High School 
in Terre Haute.

Handbooks are still available at your 
local equipment agency.

This is an 
excellent means of promoting our 
council to others outside the Girl 
Scout movement. The emblem may 
be purchased at the local equip- 
ment agency. If they are not in stock 
they soon will be so no girls should 
be wearing another council name.

PROPOSED COUNCIL POLICIES 
(Continued from Page 1, Col. 2) 
Covered Bridge Council It is sug- 
gested that you keep this copy for 
your neighborhood discussion. Any 
questions or comments you have re- 
garding the policies should be made 
to your neighborhood chairman, in 
order that the Board may know the 
feeling of the Council. 

Camp: 

Any troop doing troop camping 
must have at least one adult with the 
troop who has completed the Out- 
door Activities course or its equiva- 
lent, or has had experience as a 
counselor at an established camp. 
Exceptions to this requirement may 
be made at the discretion of the 
Council Camp Committee. 

To troop camp on a site other than 
Girl Scout owned and/or operated 
site, or a State park, the site must 
be approved by a member of the 
Council Camp Committee. 

During troop camping, there must 
be a car on the troop camp site and 
two adults, one of whom is a troop 
leader or at least 21 years of age. 
Both adults must be licensed drivers. 

Camp fees of $1.00 per night, per 
troop, shall be charged at all Council 
owned or operated camp sites. 

Na-Wa-Kwa pins will be awarded 
to girls and counselors who have at- 
tended eight weeks or at least 4 ses- 
sions of established camp within a 
three to five year period. Time spent 
at Brownie established camp may be 
included. 

Organization of Troops: 

All troops must have a troop- 
committee of not less than three 
adults, 18 years or older. 

Prospective leaders of troops will 
complete application blanks which 
will be handled by the Neighborhood 
Service Team, and will remain on 
file with the Neighborhood Chair- 


an. 

In addition to the parent-consent 
form and the special permission 
form, as specified in Safety Wise, 
troop leaders will obtain a signed, 
blanket-permission form from the 
parents, at the beginning of every 
troop year, to cover activities which 
temporarily take the troop away 
from the troop meeting place. 
Training: 

All new leaders must take group 
leadership training within six months 
of having assumed leadership of a 
troop. Assistant leaders should take 
group leadership training within six 
months of having assumed leadership 
of a troop. 

Finance: 
Individual troops may have a total 


of three money making projects per 
year, or two in addition to the Cook- 
ie Sale. One of these may be the 
calendar sale. Troop money making 
projects must be in accordance with 
the aims and purposes of the Girl 
Scout movement. 

Troops must apply for permission 
from the neighborhood chairman to 
undertake troop money making proj- 
ects other than the cookie and calen- 
dar sale, using the permission forms 
available from the Neighborhood 
chairman, or office. 

No troop money raising project 
may be conducted during the time of 
the Council Fund Drive or the Cook- 
ie Sale. 

There shall be a uniform price for 
calendars and cookies, fixed by the 
Finance Committee. 

In June of each year, each troop 
must file a financial statement with 
the Neighborhood Chairman, using 
the forms provided. 

Funds from disbanded troops will 
be deposited at the Council Office, 
and held in trust pending reactiva- 
tion of the troop. If reactivation can- 
not be affected within one year the 
funds will be transferred to the 
Council Campership Fund. 

When a leader resigns, she is re- 
sponsible for turning over all equip- 
ment, financial records, and troop 
funds to the Troop Organizer or the 
Neighborhood Chairman. 

Money may not be solicited in the 
name of the Covered Bridge Council 
at any time other than the Council 
Fund Drive. 

Funds may not be solicited in the 
name of the Covered Bridge Council 
in United Fund or Community Chest 
areas within the Council's jurisdic- 
tion, without the express permission 
of the council's Board of Directors. 
Trips: 

When a troop plans a trip of more 
than one day's duration outside the 
jurisdiction of the Covered Bridge 
Council, plans must be cleared with 
the Council Program Committee.

These 
items are classified and restricted 
items and may be sold only by the 
council office. If you desire, orders 
may be placed by mail for items 
available in the council office. Please 
send your order and the correct 
amount of money; your order will 
be mailed to you promptly. Please 
remember to allow time for us to 
receive your order, fill it and return 
it to you. Other items such as uni- 
forms, troop numerals, council name 
strips, Girl Scouts of U.S.A. strips 
and all other items are available only 
at authorized agencies. Our author- 
ized equipment agencies are: Root’s 
and Schultz in Terre Haute; Young's 
in Mattoon. Remember if buying 
items in quantities give your agency 
enough advance notice so that they 
may service you. Also remember 
they know what the latest items are 
so take their advice. It is important 
that you support the Covered Bridge 
equipment agency nearest you. Re- 
member this is a convenience for 
you and they will do their utmost to 
give the best service possible. 
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
